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D. D. MANN TELLS 
THE YEAR'S PLANS 


C.N.R. Expects to Build to Landing 
4 and Wolf Creek This Year But 
Will Not Reach Brazeau 


“We expect to build six hundred 
miles of railway this summer in the 
three ‘Prairie Provinces. We already 
have about two hundred miies finish- 
ed. Our great difficulty has been in 
securing ties. If we can get enough 
of these we will have our lines finish- 
ed north to Athabasca Landing and 
wes. to Wolf Creek this summer. We 
wil! also make a start towards the 
Peace River. I do not think our 
line west will reach the Brazeau.” 

In these words did D. D. Mann, vice- 
president of the C. N. R., describe to 
the Bulletin the plans of his company’s 
extensions this summer, (west /and 
north of Edmonton. Mr. Mann afriv- 
ed from Vancouver last night and 
goes east to Winnipeg this evening. 
He has been at the coast arranging 
for the commencement of the western 
end of the line from Victoria to Ed- 
monton, the part of which in British 
Columbia is guaranteed by the Mec- 
Bride government. Construction will 
be started at once at Victoria and it 
is expected that 100 miles will be built 
this ye. Terminals have also been 
secured for large railway shops at 
the Vancouver end near the city. 

Reach Calgary This Year. 

“Do you expect that your line will 
reach Calgary this year from Strath- 
cona?" Mr. Mann was asked by the 
Bulletin. 

“I think it is quite probable. We 
are working with that end in view and 
if nothing unexpected intervenes we 
will attain our object.” 

The railway. vice-president said 
there was nothing to announce in con- 
nection with terminals in Strathcona, 
but it is very probable that the C. 
P. R. station wiil be used for some 
time to come. 

Union Station in Edmonton, 

“Have you had any negotiations 
with reference to a union station in 
Edmonton?” 

“There is no need of a union sta- 
tion yet,” replied Mr. Mann. The pre- 
set C. N. R. station is large enough 
to handle the C. N. R. and G. T. P. 
business for some time to come. We 
have not discussed the matter.”’ 

Mr. Mann was asked as to whether 
his company would undertake’ the 
building of the Alberta and Great 
Waterways railway, but the reply was 
that the matter had never been dis- 
cussed. 

Visited City Offices. 

Mr. Mann was a visitor this morn- 
ing to thé city offices in company with 
the local superintendent,W. A. Brown. 
He spent 4 quarter of an hour in in- 
formal conversation with Mayor Lee. 
The railway magnate also called upon 
Premier Sifton to tender him his con- 
gratulations upon his acceptane of the 
prime ministership. 


HERE TO SEE COAL LANDS, 


Andrew Laidlaw, a Spokane million- 
aire, is in the city today and will leave 
in the course of the next few days for 
Jasper Park to inspect the work done 
on an enormous area of coal lands 
which he acquired last spring. Mr. 
Laidlaw purchased from Carruthers & 
Round 12,000 acres of coal lands in 
Jasper Park, the new national park 
on the line of the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic. He subsequently disposed of a 
part of his interest in the property to 
a group of Edmonton and Montreal 
men, The Edmonton men who have 
a third interest in the company which 
Mr. Laidlaw floates are H. B. Round, 
Frank B, Smith, and J. L. Cote, M.P.- 
P. The others are James Robertson, 
ex-M.P., of Millerton, N.B., James W. 
Pyke, James A. Brook, and Milton L. 
Hersey, of Montreal; D. C. Cameron, 
of Winnipeg; and R. P. McLennan, of 
Vancouver. 7 

The company is in 
the Jasper Park Collieries. 
five men have been at work on 
property for two months and _ there 
are now forty men employed. There 
are seven seams of coal on the pro- 
perty, the face of which has been un- 
covered, The coal Hes within 1,600 
feet of the grade of the G.T.P. The 
located line of the C.N.R. runs through 
the property on the north side, while 
the G.T.P. is on the south. Exten- 
sive development work is to be car- 
ried on this summer and it is expect- 
ed mines will be in active operation 
next year.

rates must be filed in time for the 


rates to go into effect not later than 
August Ist.

BUBONIC PLAGUE, 


Discovered Among Russian Immi- 
grants Landed at Honolulu. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 10.—As a 
result of three cases of bubonic plague 
discovered among Russian immigrants 
landed at Honolulu, ithe steamer Nip- 
pon Maru, from China and Japan, is 
held in quarantine off Angel Island. 
News that the disease had broken 
out was received by cable from Hono- 
lulu yesterday and customs officials at 
once ordered the steamer quarantined 
for a period of several days, Accord- 
ing to government officials, all on 
board the Nippon Maru are well and 
there is no indication that the plague 
will spread among other passengera. 
The Nippon Maru has 64 cabin and 85 
steerage passengers, among the for- 
mer being Abe Hummell, the New 
York attorney. 


FIND MANY DEFECTS IN 
FIRST STREET HOIST 


Commissioner Boutllon and the City 
Engincer Who Made an Inspection 
a Few Days Ago, Submit a Report 
—If Further Neglected Soon Unfit 
for Use, 


That the First street hoist has 
many defects and is not receiving ; ro- 
pes care, is the substance of the re- 
port submitted by Commissioner Bou- 
ill»n and City Engineer Latornell, who 
m ce an inspe:tion a few duvs atv 
of this conveyance, 

The inspection was made last Satur- 
day when the hoist was in operation 
and on Sunday morning when it was 
out of service. The committee say that 
the hoist is not receiving the care and 
attention that should be constantly 
given to appliances used to render 
public service and if longer neglected 
will soon be unfit and unsafe for pub- 
lic service. 

Memorandum of Defects, 

The committee made a memoran- 
dum of defects that they noticed on 
a hurried inspection. Among those 
which they deemed as needing immed- 
jate inspection were the following:— 

1—Removal of all grease, oil and 
dirt from the walls and floors of the 
engine room and machinery spaces. 
The conditions existing there are 
deemed to be extremely hazardous as 
a fire risk, being liable to ignition by 
spontaneous combustion or from other 
likely causes. Fire once started in this 
room would likely spread so rapidly as 
to cause © panic, and if during one of 
the trips, might even cause such con- 
fusion as to result in loss of life. 

2—The passengers are not ‘ade- 
quately safeguarded on the cars or 
the approaches thereto. 

Hoisting Rope Chafes. 

3—The hoisting rope is neither 
apliced nor connected to the car in 
either a workmanlike or safe manner 
and this rope is allowed to chafe on 
metal hooks or staples under the cars, 
on the ground on one of the inclines 
and also on the head of a metal bolt 
in a wooden block where there should 
be an idler-sheave, and further the 
drum on the south incline should have 
more cable on it when the car is at 
the bottom, 

4—-The car structures themselves 
have damaged parts and also loose 
parts and should be overhauled and 
repaired. 

6—In the engine room the second 
intermediate gear-shaft appears to be 
badly bent and a bearing and its foun- 
dation at one end of the first inter- 
medtate gear-shaft, which was badly 
shattered at the time of an accident 
in the past, were repaired but crudely 
and although there may be sufficient 
strength in the parts used in these re- 
pairs it is impossible to determine 
what factor of safety there may be in 
the structure as a whole, and more 
permanent repairs should be made 
without delay. 

6—One of the most serious items 
found is the condition of the retaining 
walls on each side of incline. ‘hese 
walls are deemed unsafe for another 
year and either adequate repairs or re- 
construction of the walls should be re- 
quired before next spring. 

The committee say that they do not 
understand that the municipality is in 
any sense responsible for the opera- 
tion of said lift, but deem it essential 
that the owners or operators should 
be notified of the above purely as a 
matter of information for their guid- 
ance, they being liable and responsible 
for any consequences of failure to pro- 
vide the fullest protection from dam- 
age or injury to life and property in 
their operation. 


Church Union Resolution, 


Belleville,, Ont., June 10—-At the 
Congregational union the following 
recommendations were adopted: ‘That 
this union considers the action it has 
taken sufficient for the present and 
will now wait until other negotiating 
bodies have had an opportunity of 
testing to a corresponding degree, the 
feeling of their constituences.” “That 
the committee appoint a special sub- 
committee o investigate the adminis- 
trative points involved in the proposed 
union as these affect both the indi- 
vidual church and the societies.’ 


Truro Robbers ou Trial, 


Truro, N.8., June 9—-The grand jury 
failed to indict W. J. Rutledge, who 
admitted being mixed up in the fam- 
ous Truro express robbery. Laurie 
Burgess was placed on trial. Rutledge 
told the part he alleges he took in 
the conspiracy. No new evidence was 
elicited. Burgess will go on the stand 
in his own defense.

ation of F. C. Tate, M.L.A,, 

before the elevator commission it 
may almost be said that while the 
commission has still much evidence 


to take and their report to compile, 
that the position has so far crystalized 
that the eventual outcome of the in- 
vestigation may practically be the re- 
commendation of a compromise 
scheme outlined by Mr. Tate, and 
which may be briefly epitomized un- 
der the following clauses:— 

—That the government establish 
weigh scales at all shipping points, 
the stations to be under the control 
of an appointee of the government 
thus providing for the protection of 
the farmers from loss by the receiving 
of false weights. 

2—That the government provides 
storage facilities at all shipping points 
where they would be required for the 
use of farmers living at a distance 
from the station to store their grain 
till they have enough at the station 
to fill a car, the object of this is to 
do away with the necessity which 
farmers at a distance from the sta- 
tions experience of selling their grain 
to the elevator whether they want to 
do so or not. 

3-—That the of the @¢conomy 
cleaner be advocated. ‘This machine 
costs about from $200 to $300 and 
can be attached to a threshing ma- 
chine in the field. Althougt it is 
hardly out of the experimental stages 
yet it is believed that it will clean 
grain so well as to do away with the 
necessity of having the grain cleaned 
at the elevator. 

4—That this plan be put into force 
for about two years pending the trial 
of the Manitoba government's scheme. 

Besides the foregoing arrangement 
Mr. Tate proposes that the govern- 
ment should undertake to loan money 
to the farmers for a farmers elevator 
when they are asked to do so. 

With regard to government owner- 
ship Mr. Tate stated that speaking of 
his own district a very great diversity 
of opinon prevailed and he believed 
the same held good throughout the 
province. He considered at the 
only solution which would be gener- 
ally acceptable would be in the na- 
ture of a ompromise, 

Without commuting himself or the 
commission to an acceptance of his 
scheme, Prof, Magill intimated to Mr, 
Yate that so far as the investigation 
had been carried his suggested com-

LIVERY BARN BURNED;

Official Statement Shows Marked |»- 
crease In Canada’s Reverue. 


Ottawa Ont., June 10.—A complete 
statement of the public debit, revenue 
and expenditure of Canada for fiscal 
year ending with March 31, 1910 shows 
a total net debit of $396,266.348, or 
an increase of $12,336,048 over the 
previous year. The total revenue was 
$101,501,034, and the total expendi- 
ture $113,524,843. The biggest item 
of expenditure was public worke, rujl- 


ways and canals, which totalled $27,- 
671,225. Of this eum almost twenty 
million was expended on the con- 
struction of the National Tramacon- 
tinental Railway.

SPIRIT IN CHINA 


Railway Engineer From Oriental 
Empire Visiting the City Speaks 
of Railway Development 


D. J. Brady, canal superintendent, 
of the Chinese Engineering ant Min- 
ing Company, and formerly construc- 
tion engineer of the British Municipal 
Railway Company of Northern China, 
fs Visiting the city, staying at the 
home of Mr, 
Seen yesterday by the Bulletin, 
Brady said China Is making grea 
vances In the way of railroad con- 
struction of late years, At present 
there are three large lines under con- 
struction, The Pekin-Kalgan Rail- 
way is building an extenkion from 
Kalgan to Irkutz, and the Tin Sin-Pu- 
kow Railway fs being built, The Pe- 
kin syndicate are also vullding a road 
in Honan, These roads, with the ex- 
ception of the Pekin-Calgan line, 
which is a native road ,are almost all 
backed by British capital, 

“On a conservative estimate Tf 
should judge that at present there fa 
over $100,000,000 of British capital in- 
vested in Chinese railroads,’’ 

“Do Chinese capitalists take any iIn- 
terest in railroad matters?" Mr, Brady 
was asked, 

“Yes, indeed they do,” he replied, 

“The Pekin-Kaigan railway, recent- 
ly constructed, was bullt entirely by 
Chinese engineers, financed by 
Chinese capital, and is at present be- 
ing run by Chinese officials. 

“The Chinese are rapidly becoming 
educated,” he continued, ‘They learn 
English at the goverrfmert schools and 
many of them come to America to get 
a university education. There are 
very many Chinese students in the 
American universities, and I think 
Canada is making a great mistake in 
not encouraging Chinese students to 
attend Canadian universities In some 
way. They make the best students 
in the world and are exceedingly quick 
at picking up anything.” 

Mr. Brady smiled at the idea of an 
anti-European movement in China, 
“Why, the Chinese are anxious to 
learn European customs and to have 
European civilization established,” he 
said. “Of course, it is hard to break 
away from old customs, dating thou- 
sands of years back, but as to there 
being any serious § anti-Buropean 
movement I think the idea is ab- 
surd, There is some hard feeling as 
to the way a certain class of arrogant

Europeans conduct themselves to- 
wards the natives, which is quite 
natural, 


“The Chinese immigrants that come 
to Canada and the United States are 
a decidedly inferior class and give 
Canadians a wrong impression of 
China in general. The real well-to- 
do Chinaman never emigrates, and 
very few northern-bred Chinamen 
leave home, The natives of North= 
ern Chine are fine, big, strapping fel- 
lows, who make first-class mechanics. 
In fact, the best mechanics we ever 
had working for us were Chinamen.” 

“Do the better class of Chinese re- 
sent the poll-tax that is placed on 
Chinese immigrants?” 

“No, they do not resent the tax, 
but they do take exception to the 
treatment accorded to the Chinese im 
migrants by the officials. These offi- 
cials they claim are not conversant 
enough with the Chinese language and 
customs to treat them properly,”

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CONVICT KING IS 
TO HANG JULY 21 


Jury Returns Verdict of Guilty in 
Sensational Murder Case After 
3 Hours’ Deliberation 


At ten minutes to eight o'clock last 
evening, a litle less than three hours 
after the conclusion of Justice Scott's 
final charge, the jury returned to the 


court room and, through Foreman 
McLay, in answer to the enquiry of 
the clerk of the court, announced 
that they found the prisoner King 


guilty of the charge of murder. 

After the announcement of the 
jury's verdict there followed a pause 
Which must have been painful to 
every person in the crowded court- 
room. For several minutes Justice 
Scott sat, apparently engaged in writ- 
ing, but obviously moved by the 
thought of the solemn task imposed 
upon him by the verdict of the jury. 
Then rising, he asked the prisoner 
King, who had remained to all ap- 
pearances unmoved by an announce- 
ment fraught with such serious con- 
sequences for himself, if he had any 
reason to give why sentence should 
not be passed upon him. 

The prisoner rose tn his place and, 
showing for the first time some slight 
emotion, answered in low but perfect- 
ly audible tones: 

“I have nothing to say. I atm not 
guilty. That is all lL have to say.” 

“That is all you have to say?” ask- 
ed the judge. 

“Yes,” answered the prisoner. “sz 
am not guilty.” 


Justice Scott: “ You have had a fair 


trial, and I think the verdict of the 
jury is a proper verdict on the’ evi- 
dence submitted to them My only 
duty now is to sentence you for the 


offence, and the sentence is that you 
be taken to the guardroom at Fort 
Saskatchewan to be kept until Thurs- 
day, the 2ist of July, and then and 
there to be hanged by the acck antil 
you are dead. May God have mercy 
upon your soul.” 
Condenmed Man Smiles, 

The demeanour of the prisoner 
since the commencement of the trial 
has been characterised by a seeming 
assurance which was not shaken to 
any noticeable degree even by the 
most damaging statements made by 
the witnesses for the prosecution, and 
which was but slightly affected even 
by the solemn pronouncement of the 
death sentence. 

The strain of the long pause 
tween the announcement of the 
dict and the pronouncement of 
sentence told perhaps slightly upon 
his nerves, but when lifted by the 
police into the rig, in the presence of 
a curious crowd, something very like 
asmile was visible on his face, 
though it was probably forced by the 
desire to present a brave front to 
those who watched him with curious 
interest. 

Before the pronouncement of the 
sentence, H. H. Robertson, counsel for 
the condemned man, stated that he 
wished to reserve his right to appeal 
from the verdict. In the event of 
sucn an appeal being made, which is 
considered unlikely, it would be 
sidered by the Supreme Court = en 
bane in September next. Notice of 
such an appeal would have to be given 
within thet@extififteen days. 

One of the striking features of the 
trial was the work of Sergeant Nichol- 
son, detective officer of the R.N.W.- 
M.P., who was Instrumental in secur- 
ing all the important evidence upon 
which the case for the prosecution 
rested. The work represented months 
of labor and in many instances called 
for the exercise of most remarkable 
ingenuity and skill. 

The whole of the afternoon session 
was taken up with the summing up 
of the case for the defence and that 
for the prosecution, followed by the 
delivery of the judge's charge to the 
jury. 

Defense Counsel's Summing up. 

H. H. Robertson, in his final sum- 
ming up of the case for the nccused, 
made an able and determined effort to 
fight every inch of the ground, but the 
tusk imposed upon him by a case in 
which the evidence submitted by he 
prosecution was so damaging, and in 
which the accused was the only avail- 
abie witness in the defence, was one 
of extreme difficulty. 

}te claimed that the character of 
one of the principal witnesses for the 
presecution, the woman who is alleg- 
ec to have been lawfully married to 
King, but who deserted him recently 
to murry the man Parks, was such as 
to render anything that she might 
have to say in the case of little value, 
since it would appear to be in her in- 
terest to get King out of the way. In 
this view of the evidence of the wo- 
man, Mrs Parks, Mr, Robertson 
would seem to have been supported in 
® measure by the remarks of Justice 
Scott in his final charge to the jury. 

Questioned Farmers’ Evidence. 

Mr. Robertsan questioned the reli- 
ability of the evidence given by the 
Eckharts, Redmond, Weisa and Les- 
sing. These farmers declared that 
they had seen a team and outfit cor-

Body in Sleigh Overnight. 

Mr. Robertson pointed out that to 
bury the body where the human re- 
mains were found would necessitate 
passing through the camp where 
there would be many chances of dis- 
covery, and he questioned the likell- 
hood of the body of a man murdered 
near Millet being carried so far as 
Clover Bar before being disposed of 
by the murderer, If, as was suggested 
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the rig of the man who stayed one 
night in Ledue, 
that the murderer would have left it 


all night in a wagon only a short dist- 
ance from a public street. 

Mrs. Parks had stated that she saw 
King burning Hindahl's clothes and 
remonstrated with him on the ground 
that he might have worn these 
clothes, though it was admitted that 
the difference in build and stature of 
the two men was such as to render 
that impossible. 

Why Were Children Not Called, 

Further, Mrs. Parks had stated that 
she was afraid of King Yet one of 
the witnesses for the prosecution, 
Michael, had stated that accused was 
very fond of her and treated her well. 
The same witness had also declared 
that he knew them under the name 
of King as man and wife, though the 
woman had sworn that her relations 
with King were never more intimate 
than those of landlady and boarder. 
If there was any truth in her state- 


iment that she was badly treated by 
King why were not her children, 
some of whom were old enough to 


give evidence, brought into court to 


corroborate her statements?

CANADA'S DELEGATE CHOSEN. 
To Represent Dominion at Anti-Tuber- 

culosis Conference. 


Montreal, June 10—The questioa of 
appointing delegates to attend the In- 
ternational Congress for the Prevention 
of Tuberculosis in Rome next year took 
up a great part of today’s session of the 
Canadian Aesociation for the prevention 
of tuberculosis at the Royal Edward In- 
stitution. Mr, Adam ie president of the 
association was chosen as representative 
after which discussion arose as to what 
part of the expenses shall be borne by 
the government. It was finally decided 
to appoint a committee to wait on the 
government with a view to receiving a 
grant. Dr. Fagan of Victoria, B.C, took 
exception to the way Canada’s delegates 
were treated at Washington during the 
last international congress, He said they 
had absolutely no voice in the congress, 
through lack of organization, Dr. Monti- 
zambert, health officer, Ottawa, who was 
the senior Canadian representative to 
Washington congress, said he was sent 
by the Federal government, He much 
regretted that there had been any dis- 
satisfaction on account of the Canadian 
delegates, 


STRANGE RECOMMENDATION, 


Fort Frances Grand Jury Advises Ac- 
tion to Stay Exodus of Farmers. 
Fort Francis, Ont., June 10.—The 

grand jury made some remarkable re- 
commendations in their presentments 
here, among which was the following: 
“We feel it to be an urgent necessity 
on the part of the Ontario govern- 
ment to devise means to prevent the 
exodus of valuable citizens from this 
district, The fact that many of our 
best farmers are leaving for other 
parts, because they have not good 
roads and drainage here as will pro- 
vide them with means of going to and 
from their homes is greatly to be re- 
gretted.” 

Another recommendation is for re- 
vision by the provincial secretary of 
the list of justices of the peace for 
districts, “As recent court proceedings 
unmistakavly show that the present 
list contains men who are not qualified 
for the position.” 

The grand jury also protests against 
the unsanitary condition of the jail, 
resulting in sore throats to the  pri- 
soners.

UNITED STATES RETALIATES 


Impose Countervailing Duty On Wood 
Pulp From Quebec. 


Washington, D. C., June 9.—Pulp 
and printing paper, manufactured 
from wood cut on the ¢rown lands in 
the province of Quebec, before May 1, 
1910, is' subject to the countervailing 
duty of 25 cents a cord or its equiva- 
lent of 35 cents a ton, in the manufac- 
tured state as print paper, as provid- 
ed by the new tariff law, according 
to a decision of the treasury depart- 
ment today. Products manufactured 
from wood cut on the crown lands in 
Quebec after May 1 are not subject 
to the countervailing duties, 

The tariff law provides that if any 
country imposes an export duty on 
wood in the manufacture of wood 
pulp, this export duty shall be added 
by the United States on importations. 

Quebec recently issued regulations 
requiring that wood cut after May lst 
shall be manufactured in~ that pro- 
vince. This, in effect, was regarded 
as a prohibition of the exportation of 
wood cut after that date. 

There are large blocks of wood on 
hand in Quebec. One estimate is that 
there are 1,200,000 cords, all cut prior 
to May ist, which can be exported, 
and to this the export duty would at 
tach. Therefore, it was explained at 
the treasury department, Quebec still 
collects the discriminating license fee 
of 25 cents a cord on wood cut on 
Crown lands before May 1. For this 
reason the additional, or countervail- 
ing duty, has been assessed on the 
products of the wood cut prior to the 
date mentioned.
